TOWN COUNCIL. 

.Council Chamber 
October 16th. 

Council met in regular session Mon¬ 
day evening. Mayor Lowry, presiding 

Councillors present—Simpson Meng, 
Williams, Graham, Kimmerly, and 
Normile. 

The minutes of the last regular ses¬ 
sion were read and confirmed. 

Mr. Wallace appeared before the 
council and asked for a small electric 
light placed in front of his property. 

Communications were read from J. 
Frank Chalmers and Geo. A. Caton, 
asking that their applications be con¬ 
sider*^ when la newftown treasurer was 
appointed. Laid on table until later 
in the evening. 

The Street Committee reported the 
account of Madole A Wilson, $381,61, 
correct, and recommended payment. 
They also presented the opinion of the 
town solicitor in reference to the pro¬ 
posed extension of theCanning factory 
sewer. In the opinion of the solicitor 
if the proposed extension was regard¬ 
ed as a necessary street improvement, 
it could be built and paid for out of 
this year’s street appropriation. 

The Fire Water ana Light Com¬ 
mittee reported in reference to extra 
electric lights to be placed around the 
town. They reported that in their 
opinion lights should be placed in the 
following places: at the gate of the old 
saw mill on Water street west, near 
Howard’s, an incadescent lamp: at the 
corner of Wm Greer’s on Water street, 
an arc lamp: at Wallace’s corner near 
the park, an incadescent lamp: on 
Belleville road, some place between 
Presbyterian church and road leading 
to park, an arc lamp; at Helby cross¬ 
ing, an arc lamp, that nil air lamp, in¬ 
stead of an incadescent lump, be plac¬ 
ed near water tank; that two incados- 
cent lamps Ik* placed at covered bridge, 
one inside bridge and the other just 
through the bridge; that several ln- 
cudeseent lights be placed in Clarks¬ 
ville; that several incadescent lights 
be placed at approach to and across 
suspension bridge. They also asked 
for furthur time to report in reference 
to accounts of Madole A Wilson and 
It. J. Wales. Report adopted. 

Mayor Lowry reported that Mr. H. 
S. Kelseh was here on Saturday and 
did not find the electric light plant as 
satisfactory as it should lx* when the 
said plant was taken over by the town 
and therefore it would be HJine little 
time before it was brought up to the 
proper standard and taken over by the 
town. Iu the meantime an endeavor 
will bo made to give an all night 
service. 

M. S. Module and several other 
gentlemen addressed the council in 
reference to a grant towards defraying 
expenses in connection with the Hay 
Bov ferry. The amount asked for was 
$150. 

Moved by Conn. Meng, seconded by 
Cmm. Graham, that the matter be re¬ 
ferred to the Finance Committee to 
consult solicitor andascertain whether 
the town could legally grant the 
amount asked for,anareport. Carried 

A By-Luv appointing Mr. E. H. 
l^ipuni, town treasurer, at a salarv of 
$100 per annum, was passed. The 
treasurer will have to furnish bond* 
to the amount of $8,000,

Th* Coronflr’8 Jury inquiring into 
the death of Engineer Prank Blaine, 
rendered their verdict on Friday even¬ 
ing. Following is the verdict}* 

AN INQUISITION, taken for our 
Sovereign Lord the King at the Town 
Hall situate in the Town of Napaneo 
in the {lounty of Lennox and Adding¬ 
ton on the 21st, 21th and 28th days of 
September and the 3rd, 10th, and J2th 
days of October, A. I). 1900 in the 
Sixth year of the Heign of our Sover¬ 
eign Lord, KingJjKdward VII. 

Before me George Hoyle Cowan Eh- 
quire, one of the Coroners of one said 
Lord the King for the said County on 
view of the body of Prank Blaine then 
and there lying dead, upon the oath of 
Edwin Smith Lapuni. Dudley Leices¬ 
ter Hill. Franklin Wellington Van- 
Duson, Ezra Pringle, John Patrick 
Ellison, Frank Henry Carson, Ernest 
John Pollard, Patrick Gleeson, Henry

“Also That the Conductor and En¬ 
gineer of Freight “Train No. “781" 
shotild have used bettor judgment in 
the handling “of their train.”

THE HOLY ECSSIAN CAUSE 


“ G-o Ahead, Brothers; Death to the Kebels 
and Hebrews." 


A despatch from SI. Petersburg soys: 
M. Dubrovin, President of the Union of 
Ttus.sian People, mode a remarkable ad¬ 
dress at Odessa on Wednesday. lie 
apoke to a band of 300 armed members 
of the union who hud curried him on 
their shoulders to the railroad station 
on his depurture for Kiev, and said : 

“In the name of our beloved Emperor 
I bless you. The holy Hussion cause is 
the extermination of rebels. You know 
v.ho they are and where to find them, 
tlear the Russian soil of them. The 
ii ilsmd people want neither constitu¬ 
tions nor Parliaments, but .orthodoxy 
und autocracy. Go ahead, brothers; 
death to the rebels and Hebrews.” 

After M. Dubrovin’s train had left the 
Land of 300 rushed down the principal 
streets of the city, shouting “Death to the 
rebels!” “Death to the Hebrews!” All 
shops were at once closed und the He¬ 
brew population was in a condition of 
panic and terror throughout the night, 
the tactful measures taken bv the pre¬ 
fect, however, prevented further dis¬ 
turbances. 

It was announced on Wednesday 
afternoon that Captain Korencff, com¬ 
mander of Fort Constantine, on the 
mu inland near Cronstnd!, whom tho 
mutineers during the uprising of August 
1 succeeded in wounding while attempt¬ 
ing to capture the bridge connecting the 
fort with the island, will he tried by a 
court-martial, charged with Inactivity 
In the performance of ins duties. Nine 
more ofllcers of the fortress artillery 
huve resigned. 

DISCIPLINE WAS LAX. 

An idea of the lux discipline prevail¬ 
ing at Sven burg fortress may be formed 
from the fact that the ollicers allowed 
the agitators who organized the mutiny 
to live in the burrocks will the soldiers" 
and distribute revolutionary proclama¬ 
tions. The sedition which permeates 
the whole fortress artillery, as well us 
the engineers and other special branches 
of the service is considered to be moin- 
ly due to the license allowed the agita¬ 
tors. The military authorities consider 
that these branches of the army are 
wholly unreliable, but they think that 
tho cavalry und light artillery can be 
depended upon, and that the revolu¬ 
tionary propaganda has made comparl- 
tively slight progress among the infan¬ 
try regiments. 

Continued naval mutinies ore regarded 


by the commissions as being unavoid¬ 
able under the present condltloas. Even 
wearers of the St. George's Cross, whicn 
Is conferred, like tho British Victoria 
Cross, for acts of extreme bravery ana 
devotion to duty, are affected. One oi 
these was condemned to death recently 
at St. Petersburg for disobedience oi 
orders and striking an ofllcer. 

After a long Investigation Colonel 
Semnnovskl of the Rosloff Grenadiers, 
which mutinied in December last, has 
been relieved of duty and will be 
by court-martial on the charge of laxity 
in maintaining discipline in the regi¬ 
ment. 

DEATH FOR TERRORISTS. 

A despatch from Lodz, Russian Po¬ 
land. says: Five terrorists,sentenced to 
death by drum-head court-martial, were 
hanged here on Wednesday. . 

The employees of the street railroads, 
the school teachers and the newspaper 
emplovces have joined the men in all 
the factories who went on strike on 
Tuesday against trials by drumhead 
court-martial. 

At Rend/.In on Tuesday five socialists 
were fried by drumhead court-martial 
and shot for armed resistance to arrest. 

BANDITS’ BULLETS l^ATAL. 

A despatch from Warsaw, Ru** 1 ™ 
Poland, says : John Gadomski, editor of 
The Gazela Polska, and the most promi¬ 
nent of the Polish newspapermen, who 
was shot by bandits on Tuesduy even¬ 
ing, died on Wednesday. 

MILITARY CONSCRIPTION. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
Tho Social Democrats have assumed the 
direction of the organized movement for 
the refusul to perforin military service, 
which the Constitutional Democrats at 
their convention ut Helsingfors decided 
to uvoid. At a secret and largely at¬ 
tended meeting of the Central Commit¬ 
tee of the Social Democrats at M. 
Petersburg on Thursday it was decided 
to begin the work immediately among 
conscripts of 1906, who were notified o 
appear for enrollment, und endeavor to 
induce them to refuse toijoln the colors. 
The presses of the Revolutionists ure 
printing thousnnds of tho Social Demo¬ 
crats’ proclamation, and an organized 
C ff ti , t will be made to reach every man 
on this year’s list of conscripts.

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WHITE SAILOR SUITS FOR WINTER. 

Tailor suits of white broadcloth and 
aerge are made with a touch of black. 
One long redingote in broadcloth had 
a black silk collar, with a little white 
embroidery. White cloth princess cos¬ 
tumes ore trimmed with black velvet 
in the shape of revers; straps, pockets, 
cuffs, and collar. Sometimes all of these 
appear in one gown. Another white 
serge street costume was in Eton shape, 
and liad vest and cuffs of block silk 
laid over with white lace and white 
cord. It was finished with white silk 
buttons, with loops of corresponding 
cords, and was worn over a white lace 
blouse. Both white serges and cloths 
made for spring wear are reduced now 
because soiled, and os they cleon beau¬ 
tifully and promise to be more worn 
this winter than even last they are a 
specially good investment. An all white 
cloth, with long redingote, which hod 
been marked well over $100, was bought 
the other day for $30 by a woman who 
intended it for winter wear with black 
lynx furs. Another gray spring cloth, 
cut Jn the same shape, was brightened 
with red cloth laid over with black and 
white braids in narrow rows, and will 
be worn this winter with black furs.

BANK’S CAPITAL WIPED OUT. 

Ontario Bank Wrecker May he 
Apprehended. 

A despatch from Toronto says: The 
losses sufsloined by tho Ontario Bank 
owing to the speculations of General 
Manager McGill may lotul Ihe paid-up 
capital of $1,500,000. Mr. McGill admits 
a shortage of one and a quurlcr mil¬ 
lions. An expert is now conducting an 
investigation of the books., The general 
manager, so it is announced- has been 
submitting false returns to Hie directors 
for several years to cover up his specu¬ 
lation*. lie will in all probability be 
apprehended. A director of the Ontario 
Bank slules that matters were in sucli a 
chaotic slate it was really hard io say 
whether the shareholders would realize 
25 per cent, on their stock or would be 
called upon to pay 25 per cent, or more. 
He hud every reason to believe that Ihe 
statement presented at the last annual 
meeting on June 19th had been so pre¬ 
pared as lo deceive not only the direc¬ 
tors, hut the uudilors. While there was 
not the slightest doubt of ihe culpabil¬ 
ity of the general manager, it was Just 
a question us to what extent the directors 
could be held responsible for the ucts of 
Mr. McGill. The director in question 
said it was a mailer of Ihe deepest re¬ 
gret that such a solid ond promising 
Institution should be wrecked by the 
speculative mania of its most trusted 
official. It was idle lo speak of the gen¬ 
eral manager’s operations ns invest¬ 
ments. They ran the gamut of some of 
the most speculative slocks on the 
New York market, and were e\;en car¬ 
ried into the wheat pit at Chicago. Buy¬ 
ing speculative Issues on margin with a 
reckless if not criminal disregard for 
the funds entrusted to his care wos a 
procedure which could not be con¬ 
doned, and of which the Government 
authorities must take cognizance.

BRITAIN'S NSW BA’

fA despatch jfem London says: The 
Daily Tiegradfe stye it learn* that the 
three id^anea armored cruisers, the 
Invincible, the Inflexible, and the Indo- 
Uabfc, wUteh «j» n»w brtng buUt on 
je Clydl« and Tyne, are in reality a 
new type of battleship, having a broad¬ 
side fire equal to that of the Dread¬ 
nought, and a much higher speed. The 
paper says they >will be the most won¬ 
derful ships ever built Jor any fleet, 
having greater offensive power than 
any two baHtleships now in commis¬ 
sion, combined with extraordinary 
speed. 

There has been some more or less 
mysterious secrecy regarding the ves¬ 
sels since they were authorized in the 
Spring of 1905, as was the case with 
the Dreadnought, and the present reve¬ 
lations come as a surprise. 

The new ships will be 17,250 tons, 
compared with the Dreadnought’s 17,900 
but they will be 40 feet longer. Their 
breadth will be 3>£ feet less than the 
I Dreadnought’s. Each jwill carry eight 
12-inch guns against the Dreadnought’s 
ten, but their broadside fire will be iden- 
I tical, as the Dreadnought is only able 
! to lire eight of her guns In broadside, 
1 while the new Vessels can fire all of 
I theirs. They will be equipped with 
turbine engines designed to develop a 
speed of 25 knots, but it is likely that 
on their trials they will develop 27. To 
provide for this high speed something 
in the weight of armor has been sacri¬ 
ficed, but otherwise the hulls will be 
constructed on the same principles as 
the Dreadnought’s. 

The object seems to be to enablo^them 
fc overlake any foreign cruiser and 
sink it by their tremendous concentrat¬ 
ed gun fire. It Is expected that they 
will bo shortly launched. When com¬ 
pleted they will probably have cost dSl,- 
750,000 each. 


WRONG INSURANCE PAID. 

Mistake of a Workhouse Clerk Causes 
Complications. 

An error mode by the outhorilies of 
the Birmingham (England) Workhouse 
in mistaking the identity of one of the 
inmates who died *a few days ago, has 
led to extraordinary results. 

The name of the dead patient was 
Harry Brooks. In the workhouse was 
another man of the sumo name, and by 
some mistake on the purt of one of the 
clerics, notification of the death was sent 
to Mrs. Butt, the sister of Ihe man who 
is still alive. She replied that the funer¬ 
al would be undertaken from her house, 
and Immediately arranged with an 
undertaker to supply the coflln. 

The relatives hud insured the old 
man’s life, and drew several sums of 
money for funeral expenses, the socie¬ 
ties offering no objeclion after the olll- 
cial notice of dealh. 

The body, encased in a cofTIn. was 
removed to Mrs. Butt's house, and ihe 
funeral was about to take place when 
the undertaker suggested that someone 
who had known the dead man should 
identify his body. Mrs. Butt at once 
offered to do so and the coilin was 
opened. 

Then it was discovered that an extra¬ 
ordinary mistake had been made, the 
body being that of a much younger man 
than the brother of Mrs. Bull. The 
body was at once taken back to the 
workhouse. 

Difficulties have since arisen regard¬ 
ing the money paid over by Ihe insur¬ 
ance companies, who ore now asking 
for its return. The guardians, it is 
understood, are likely to usslst the rela¬ 
tives in the matter, as most of the 
money was spent in connection with 
the funeral arrangements.

INDUSTRY QT ONTARIO. 

OnUrW Department oi Agrieultura Will 
Obtain Information. 

At the last sefofon of the Legislature 
(he Minister of Agriculture secured an 
appropriation for the purpose of making 
an investigation into the condition of 
Ihe horse industry in the Province of 
Ontario. This work is now being un¬ 
dertaken by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture of Ontario and will be commenced 
early in October. The object of this In¬ 
vestigation is to obtain information to 
be used in deoiding as to the best policy 
to adopt to encourageomore extensive 
breeding of a better class of horses. 

Following are the principal points 
which will.be considered in the course 
of the Investigation: 

(1) The numbef, type, quality and 
breeding of stallions and brood mares j 
in Ihe Province. 

(2) What conditions have affected or 
nie affecting the quality and number of 
stallions and brood marcs in the various 
sections of the Province, and Jf the ef¬ 
fect is for gQod whether or not the same 
conditions could be applied in other sec¬ 
tions, and if the conditions have not o 
good effect what could be done to im¬ 
prove them, 

(3) What class of horses can most 
profitably be raised in different sec¬ 
tions of the Province under the natural 
conditions found In these sections. 

(4) The system of owning horses by 
a syndicate and any other plan at pre¬ 
sent adopted In Ontario other thon pri¬ 
vate ownership. 

(5) The views of horseman generally 
as lo the advisability of a Stallion In 
spection Act. 

(6) Suggestions from those interested 
In the horse business as to what can 
be done to Improve conditions of the 
horse business generally. 

In order to procure this information 
the Province will be divided into eight 
districts. Two competent anil expert 
horsemen havo been selected and allot- 
ted lo each district. From five to six 
weeks will be spent In each district by 
the Committee appointed for that dis¬ 
trict. The districts will be composed of 
a number of counties grouped together, 
the number making up cuch district be¬ 
ing decided by the length of time re¬ 
quired to go through u county. Each 
county will require from four to nino 
days. The information regarding stal¬ 
lions will be ns detailed as possible), 
each slallion in Ihe Province being in¬ 
spected. The information regarding 
mares cannot be got so accurately, but 
a greatideal of information can be pro¬ 
cured from the stallion owners in each 
district as to tho number, type and 
quality of Ihe brood mares, ihe Commit¬ 
tee having nn oportunity of confirming 
this by noting the appearance of the 
mares seen while travelling through 
the district. Regarding Ihe other mat¬ 
ters of a more general nature, informa¬ 
tion will bo procured by close observa¬ 
tion and by conversation with those 
met by the Committee who may have 
any knowledge of the local conditions. 

In addition to the work as above out¬ 
lined. it Is being arranged lo have one 
public meeting in each county at somo 
point centrally located, and where a 
special interest is laken in the horse 
industry. The object of tho meeting is 
to give nny person who so desires nn 
opportunity of expressing ids views lo 
the Committee. The meeting in each 
county will be held Immediately after 
the Committee has completed the work 
in that county. 

In each Farmers’ Institute district the 
Secretary lias been asked to assist in 
the work of procuring ihe names and 
addresses of the stallion owners and 
laying out the most convenient route 
for the Committee to follow whilo in 
his district. He has also been asked to 
accompony the Committee, und to ar¬ 
range for the public meeting in the 
county. In cases where tho Secretary 
was unable to do the work, Ihe Presi¬ 
dent of Ihe Farmers’ Institute has been 
asked to moke the necessary arrange¬ 
ments. The dates and points n! which 
the public meetings will be hold have 
been selected. Arrangements have also 
been completed for the dales allowed for 
mHi Institute division, and the points 


1,500 PERISH BY FLAMES 

Awful Scenes Enacted at Wharf 
at Hong-Kong., 


A despatch from Hong Kong says: 
The steamship Hankow burned at her 
wharf here early on Sunday morning 
and 1,500 souls that were penned in the 
s!eerago lost their lives. Most of the 
crew leaped overboard and thus escaped 
death. The steerage passpngers, most 
iOl whom were women and small chil¬ 
dren, were unable to reach tho upper 
deck, ns Ihe flames spread to the com* 
pnniomvays before the alarm was soun¬ 
ded. 

The Hankow carried 2,000 Chineso 
passengers, men, women and children 
and seven Europeans, and a cargo, in: 
eluding 300 bales of mntllng, 500 bales 
nf raw silk, and 400 bales of waste silk. 
The vessel arrived from Canton at 3 
o'clock nn Sunday morning, and was 
shortly afterwards moored at the wharf. 

Tho chief officer reported lo Capt. 
Branch that the ship was afire. The 
captain then directed the chief engineer 
to turn on the water through the flro 
hose. This wos impossible, for the rea¬ 
son that within five minutes after the 
alarm was given tho Hankow was 
oblaze fore and aft. Capt. Branch then 
awakened the European passengers, 
who were rushed down that gangway, 
the ladles in their night clothes. 

The crew was compelled to leave the 
ship, which by tills time wos a verit¬ 
able furnace. The Chinese steerage 
passengers were thrown into a fright¬ 
ful panic. Horrifying shrieks and cries 
to save their lives were heard, but it 
was impossible, owing to- the inflam¬ 
mable nature of the cargo. 

Hundreds were burned lo death and 
many others Jumped Into Ihe harbor 
and were drowned. 

Responding to signals, tho British 


cruiser Flora and the naval dockyard 
I despatched contingents of engines and 
! assistance. The land and floating bri- 
I cades of firemen made herculean ef¬ 
forts to extinguish the flames, which 
leaped to a height of over CO feet. 

ONLY A SHELL LEFT. 

The British steamer Pow An, whichd 
was berthed at the same wharf, was’* 
towed out to save her from destruction. 
A neighboring pier 100 yards distant 
was burned to the waters edge. Gov¬ 
ernor Nathan, accompanied by ms 
aide-de-camp, arrived at the scen « 

415 a.m. Governor Nathan suggested 
scuttling the ship, but the suggestion 
was found impracticable. 

The fire was brought under control 
m 6 a.m., at which lime only the shell 
and hull of Ihe Hankow remained, the 
gruesome work of recovering the dead 
was then begun. The fire fighters hav» 
already recovered 75 corpses. Many 
of them were huddled together and only 
singed, while others wore incinerated 
beyond recognition. Of the cargo 200 
bales of raw silk were saved, but badly 
damaged by water. The remainder was 
totally destroyed. 

There oi-e many theories as to the 
cause of the fire. The first is that tnoj 
(Ire was caused by Ihe overturning oB 
the lantern of a Chinese boarding¬ 
house runner who cumc aboard seek¬ 
ing customers. The second was .hat 
an opium smoker accidentally set fire 
to the mailing; the third is that it 
was caused by the crossing of an oiec- 
trie wire. A fourth theory, and on* 
that is considered Ihe most probable, 
is that the fire wos Incendiary, and was 
an outgrowth of a boycott uguinst Brit¬ 
ish river boats. 


TYPHOID STILL INCREASING. 

Doctors and Householders Fall to Re¬ 
port Cases. 

A despatch from Toronto snvs: Fur¬ 
ther reports have been received by the 
Provincial Board of Health from local 
health officers, which go lo show <{uat 
typhoid fever has been rnox’e prevalent 
throughout the older parts of the pro¬ 
vince Ilian was anticipated. In 11 cities 
and towns outside of Toronto, compris¬ 
ing a population of 50,000, reports in. 
dliatc that there have been 103 cases 
of typhoid and six deaths. 'J’he cause 
of such a large proportion is contended 
by the board to be neglect on tho part 
of tho physicians and householders lo 
repoyt the cases to the local health of¬ 
ficers. instances where an undesirable 
condition of affairs existed ure known 
of in connection with boarding houses 
where the landlady had nursed the pa¬ 
tient and at the sume time cooked Ihe 
food. According to law there is a fine 
Imposed on those householders and phy¬ 
sicians who neglect to report.

The Hunter Killed it at a Very Close 
Range.

HANDLING THE APPLE CROP. 

Prof. L. II. Hull Tells How It May Re 
Done to the Best Advantage. 

In commercial orcharding, the busi¬ 
ness end of Ihe enterprise, Hint of mar¬ 
keting the crop to the best advantage, 
is .second only in importance to that of 
producing fruit of the best quality. 

It is in this particular tliut there is 
the greatest need for improvement at 
the present lime. There are hundreds 
of apple growers who can grow first- 
class fruit lo every one who can place 
it on Ihe market when and where it 
will bring ihe best price. The growers 
who make the most out of their apples 
are those who keep in toucli with Ihe 
best murkcls ut home and abroad. 
During Ihe shipping season these men 
wulcli the market reports daily, and 
unless prices ure satisfactory, they hold 
their fruit until good prices prevail. 
The givut mujorily, however, of those 
who have only apples lo sell, wait for 
some buyer to come along, and sell for 
whatever he chooses lo offer, usually 
from fifty cents lo a dofiar u barrel, or 
a lump sum lor the crop on the trees. 
The laller plan Is nothing less than 
gambling in apples, and, in either case, 
the grower seldom gels one-half what 
his fruit is really worth, if it were 
properly handled. 

The remedy for this slate of affairs, 
and what is going to put the upple 
trade on n better business basis, is for 
the growers in each apple-growing sec¬ 
tion lo unite and form a co-operative 
association, through which (lie grading, 
packing, and marketing of the fruit 
may be accomplished. During Hie past 
year a number of these associations 
have been formed in various parts of Hie 
Province und the prices obtained by 
somo of them for last year’s apples have 
made the growers enthusiastic 6ver this 
method of handling the crop. 

An effective co-operalivc association 
for this purpose involving the selection 
of an honost, wide awake business man¬ 
ager. and the erection of a central pack¬ 
ing and storage house ut the most con¬ 
venient point for shipment. Through 
such an organization, boxes and barrels 
can be purchased wholesale to better 
advantage than they can be obtained by 
single individuals; the grower can de¬ 
vote his whole attention to galhernig 
Iho crop at the proper season ond de¬ 
livering it in good condition ut ihe cen¬ 
tral packing house, ihe association re¬ 
lieves him of all care and responsibility 
in grading, packing, and marketing; 
and with this work in the hands of ex¬ 
pert packers, the grade or fruit cun be 
made uniform, and the packing can be 
done properly, which, in lime, inspires 
confidence in the purchasing public. 
In short, the co-opcrnlivc system of 
handling the apple crop, under proper 
management, assures Iho consumer of 
a better product, ond realizes to the 
grower a greater profit.

Natives of South Africa Are 
Coming to Realize Their 
Strength. 

J*™' P eo Pl© In this country believe 
that the natives of South Africa have 
wen subjugated once for all, and that 
henceforth we will peacefully colonize 
«16 country, until it becomes a great 
and prospero is white man s continent, 

, Al J 1 1 erica » says London Answers. 
Mn-ll i 1,100(1 has been freely shed arid 
British money . spent In hundreds of 
millions to accomplish this object, and 
the idea seems grotesque that the end of 
it all should he the subjugation of the 
whiles by the blacks. 

But there are many men, well quali¬ 
fied to judge, who prophesy that the 
time will surely come when the white 
man will have to quit—unless the black 
man gives him leave to stay. 

The recent trouble ] n Natal showed 
thut many of the natives believe they 
•an already resist the rule of the whites. 
No one can say at the moment how far 
Hus feeling extends, if it were to spread 
wiroughout the land, and produce u gen* 
erul uprising of the native races, it is 
extremely doubtful whether the while 
colonists could hold their own in the 
contest. Britain would have a wur on 
her hands equal to. or greuter than, the 
Boer War. 

five blacks to one white. 

Of course Britain would carry It to a 
Successful issue. Blit the question is, if 
the rebellion Is delayed for a .generation 
or two, would even the power of Great 
Britain he equal to the task ? We can¬ 
not. see so far into the future, since 
much will depend on whether we shall 
have jealous enemies la guard against 
nearer home, or whether we have the 
help of other while nations, but it is 
most interesting to see how things 
stand.

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C ARPENTER OF THE ORIENT. 

Bis Skill in Using Bolo—How the Fili¬ 
pino Has Adopted Foreign Tools. 

Throughout the Oriental countries 
generally the superiority of the carpen¬ 
ter in the skilled labor class is marked 
and the rule has held good in the Fili- 
pines, certainly until very recently. The 
untutored Filipino carpenter knows but 
one tool, the bolo. It is simply a knife 
With a blade about 15 inches long, 3 
Inches wide and one-eighth of an inch 
thick, single edged. It serves as a 
plane, hatchet, chisel and hammer, and 
with* it the native carpenter, left to him¬ 
self, will build an entire house, not of 
the native vuriely merely, but in accor¬ 
dance with the design characteristic of 
foreign houses in the Philippines, which 
ure frequently quite elaborate in con¬ 
struction und finish. 

The Fillpnio carpenter has now been 
compelled to adopt the nuil first among 
modern auxiliaries of the trade, and, 
unless otherwise provided, the blunt 
back of his bolo, one-eighth of an inch 
wide, is made to serve as a hammer 
face with much better success than 
would be supposed. In ids original cult 
the nail plays no part und all attach¬ 
ments between members of a structure 
are made with bamboo strips or ruttan. 
Nearly all the native houses, and many 
foreign, are even now built in this way, 
und apparently the only serious defect 
us compurcd with nuiling is the time 
consumed in the construction. The na r 
tive carpenter bus much difficulty iu 
mastering the operation of foreign tools 
at first, uud it is necessary always to 
guard against a return to his loved 
bolo. 

it is rarely more difficult, and is gen¬ 
erally less so, to teach an absolute no¬ 
vice, if he be of the same natural intelli¬ 
gence, the use of modern tools of car¬ 
pentry than an artisan wedded to the 
use of the bolo. This probably acounts 
for the rapidity with which other crafts¬ 
men, such us machinists, masons, etc., 
have overcome the early lead of the car¬ 
penters. They were uuhandieapped by 
predilection of any binding sort unless 
we except earth und rock excavation. 

The native method of rock excavution 
is to build a lire to heat the rock. Then 
cold water is tin-own on and the cracked 
stone removed when the process is re¬ 
peated. This process, as It does not im¬ 
ply pructlce in the use of a certain tool, 
is readily discarded L\ the native for the 
drilling and blasting method. They 
quickly learn the use of ruining hammer 
and bar drill and the best of the natives 
will get out as* much as the average 
white workman. On earth excavatiun 
tnere is reluctunce in adopting one of 
the white man’s tools, his shovel, chiefly 
because of injurious effects on the soles 
oi bare brown feet. 

As a machinist the nalive shows de¬ 
ckled aptitude, but fails in steadiness as 
a general rule. Otherwise he displays, 
us do ulso the carpenter and the mason, 
the deep rooted fault of wastefulness of 
materials. .So great is tills fault now 
that the saving to the employer in cheap 
wages os compared with those paid to 
white workmen is oftentimes swallowed 
up in waste of materials. This is but 
another manifestation of immaturity 
which rnay perhaps be rectified wholly 
or in large part by suitable manual 
training at an early age.

GREAT BRITAIN INSPIRED HIS 
NAVAL AMBITION.

The Kaiser Is Determined to Have a 
Great Fleet of War 
Ships. 

The Kaiser’s dreams of Sea Power—a 
fair reality now—are the subject of an 
extremely interesting articl^ by Mr. 
Archibald Hurd in 'me Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury. In these days, when there is so 
touch talk of the naval rivalry of Ger¬ 
many and Great Britain, it “gives one 
to think,” that the Emperor’s naval in¬ 
spiration came from England, and that 
he is a British admiral. Mr. Hurd 
says: “Old residents of Portsmouth 

still remember a boy whom they occa¬ 
sionally saw walking about the dock¬ 
yard looking at the ships with admira¬ 
tion and rapt attention. His greatest de¬ 
light seemed to be to watch the great 
ironclads moving In and out of Spit- 
head. Sometimes he would find his way 
on board vessels of the royal navy. 
This lad was none other than the Ger¬ 
man Emperor. .... At this time the 
hewly-created German empire had prac- 
Yicully no fleet. During the Franco- 
Prussian war the few ships which flew 
the flag of the North German confedera¬ 
tion, a striking deslgu of black and 
•white and red which is to-day the em¬ 
blem of the Kaiser's growing navy, were 
so weak that they could take little part 
in the conflict, and France was able to 
blockude the North Sea coast with' im¬ 
punity. The memory of these recent 
events was still fresh in the mind of the 
future emperor when he visited England 
und watched ,ihe activities of the British 
navy, with , 

ITS FAR-FLUNG SQUADRONS, 

in all the seven seas, protecting day by 
day, not only the motherland, from fear 
of* invasion, but safeguarding all bar 
over-seas possessions. He determined 
that he, too, would have a great fleet 
when he succeeded to the throne of the 
German empire. This is no imaginary 
picture of the ideas which were taking 
root in the mind of the ruler of the 
German empire of to-day. He once con¬ 
fessed that from his earliest youth up¬ 
ward—‘from the day when I ran about 
as u boy in Portsmouth dockyard'—he 
had. been greatly Interested in British 
ships. . . . The German fleet as it will i 
exist less than ten years hence as oi j 
war force, probably second .only in 
power to that of Great Britain, will ba 
recognized as the most amazing 
achievement in statecraft ever accom¬ 
plished bv a single man, for the fleet 
will be literally the Emperor's personal 

creation.A few years ago he I 

referred with some pride to the persis-; 
tency with which he bad pursued his 1 
aims in spite of popular disfavor. At j 
the launch of the ‘Kaiser Karl der j 
Grosse’ he said, ‘if the increase in the j 
navy which 1 demanded with urgent: 
prayers had not been consistently re¬ 
fused me during the first eight years of j 
my reign—I did not even escape deri¬ 
sion and mocking at the time—in how 
different a manner should we now he 
able to promote our prosperous com¬ 
merce and our interests oversea.’ He 
had to wait for many years before he 
saw his dreams reaching fruition.

HIS MAJESTY HAS A SPLENDID COL¬ 
LECTION. 


Has An Armory of 

Many Are of Priceless 
Value. 

Few of tha treasures of Buckingham 
Palace possess one-half the romantic 
interest of the little armory of swords 
and daggers—gifts to King Edward from 
one hundred of the princes and nobles 
of India. 

It is difficult to separate truth from 
legend, but of the great antiquity of 
most there can be no manner of doubt. 
Here is a little story which will illui- 
strate this tact: 

MADE IN ENGLAND. 

A sword in the collection of the 
Maharajah of Jaipur was sold to an 
English nobleman, together with the 
scroll setting forth its history ‘This 
blade was a talisman in the family of 
Sadat Chandra Khan, descending from 
father to son for eighteen generations, 
uatil the coming of Nadir Shah, who 
slew Sadat Chandra Khan and gave this 
sword to his vizier, who sold it at Be¬ 
nares.” 

The Englishman on his return was 
one day showing his prize to a visitor, 
who, after scrutinizing the nlade under 
a powerful magnifying glass, began to 
laugh. 

“I think someone has been drawing a 
long bow as well as handling a shurp 
blade,” he said. “There is the maker’s 
name here—‘Johan Smith, York.”' 

It seemed an awkwacd revelation-, but 
there was a good deal more to be re¬ 
vealed. “Johan Smith” was Indeed the 
maker, but he lived and flourished in the 
thirteenth century, and made this par¬ 
ticular sword—and perhaps one or two 
others in the present collection—for 
some crusading knight who, falling iu 
the Holy Land, left his weapon to be 
handed on to the iufidels iu the Far 
East. 


ZULFICAR’S SWORD. 


One blade U a superb example of 
Damascus watering, damaskeened with 
escutcheons and inscriptions in Persian. 
At the back is inscribed the maker’s 
name—Mohammed Ibrahim. The hilt is 
damaskeened in gold with the Shiah in¬ 
scription, “La fatta Ma Aly, la Sail Ma 
Zullflcar” (There is no saint but All, no 
sword but Zulificar”). 

The history of this blade goes back 
flve hundred years, and to recount all 
the notable and blood-curdling deeds of 
Zullflcar would require a ponderous 
volume. 

Histories of swords exist in many 
parts of the East. In the Royal Library 
ut Teheran there is a manuscript of two 
hundred pages recounting the exploits 
of a Damascus blade, probably far in¬ 
ferior in prowess to the one Just men¬ 
tioned. 

Everywhere we come across fine 
European sabres fixed in Indian hand- j 
les. After a time the deep grooves were i 
made deeper and utilized in strange 
fashion, being tilled with loose pearls 
which ran to and fro when waved. 
These were called “the tears of the 
enemy.” 

BLADES FROM INDIA. 

A curious sabre worn by successive 
Rajahs of Mandl is of Indian make, and 
In the middle of the blade are circular 
apertures containing small leaden shot, 
visible through six narrow slits on 
either side of the blade. Tliis shot is said 
to have been extracted from the heart 
of a foe. and Ramchander Ghose relates 
many Instances of swords manufactured 
especially to contain such fatal leaden 
pellets. 

Perhaps the most fascinating of all in 
the collection is the sword of the re¬ 
nowned Sivaji, founder of the Mahra'.ta 
dominion in India. Several native pens 
have attempted to write the history of 
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goes 50 far as to suy that an alliance of 
the Zulus and Basutos alone might 
threaten the existence of the whites. 

Fortunately, the possibility of such an 
alliunce inuy be put out of account just 
at present. We have a choice between 
keeping the natives always ignorant, 
dooming th:-rn to a perpetual condition 
of burbarism, on the one hand, and, on 
the other, educating and civilizing them. 
We have chosen the latter course. That 
is the British way of doing things. But 
education, if it makes the natives more 
law-abiding, also gives them a sense of 
their rights as men. The nutives are no 
sooner educated than they demand 
equulity with white men. In Cape Col¬ 
ony large numbers of them have been 
given the privilege of voting at elec¬ 
tions.. 

Now, Hie South African native is very 
intelligent. In the primary schools black 
boys are the equals of whiles. In some 
parts of the country they are most 
eager to learn. The time must come 
when the South African black men will 
be as educated as the American ne¬ 
groes. We cannot then refuse their de¬ 
mand then for the franchise. But. if we 
give it to them, after the example of the 
United Slates, they will out-vote the 
whites and rule tin* country. And if we 
refuse it, they will inevitably light for 
it. Then, according to the belief of 
Englishmen who have given thought to 
the matter, will Come lire doom of the 
white colonists. 

WHAT OUB BLACK BROTHER 
WANTS. 


It is difficult to realize such a catas¬ 
trophe, but the proof of its Inevitable 
occurrence is perfectly logical. The j 
black men are not like the Bed Indians i 
of America, or tho Australian natives, I 
v. ho huve withered under the influencei 
of thc-w hite invoders. It was the weak- j 
cst of the AlnVan natives who were cop-j 
lured and sold as slaves 1o the Ameri¬ 
can plunders. These weaklings have 
gruv. n to be a great power in their new 
huine. The stronger African natives, 
living in the climate they ore used to, 
will develop into a still more powerful 
community. They are courageous, cap¬ 
able, virile., and intelligent. They are in¬ 
creasing in numbers faster than the 
whites. They make splendid soldiers 
when capably led. “With knowledge of 
the facts,” says M. B. Jones, in the 
Nineteenth Century, “nobody in his 
senses imagines it possible to stem the 
rising flood of native aspiration in 
South Africa.” 

But what is the black man's aspira¬ 
tion ? There is no mistake about it. 
For some years pust u number of negro 
missionaries from America have been 
stumping the « junlry. and telling the 
natives what they must fight for. They 
go as representatives uf the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and^re 
the authors of the Ethiopian increment. 

AFRICA FOR THE NATIVE. 


This Etiiiopianism has, on the surface, 
for its object the freeing of the native 
Christian churches from European con- 
•'trul But wherever the missionaries go 
—Nutal, the Cape, the Transvaal—they 
carrv political unrest, and have been 
condemned by the authorities. The Na¬ 
tal Government discussed the question 
of expelling these American negro mis¬ 
sionaries. After the war they were for¬ 
bidden to enter the Transvaal or Orange 
River Colonies. But trouble arose with 
the United .States Government, and they 
have lately lead a free hand. 

What they ore teaching the natives is 
that “South Africa is a black mun’s 
land, and that they must stand up for 
their rights.” The omcial organ of the 
<?ocietv, published in the United States, 
iavs “the KoiTirs will eventually boss the 
white man. and whip the British back 
to the Thames.” 

We have to add to the effect of this 
teaching that the native respect for both 
British and Boer was considerably 
lowered during the war. 

WHEN EDUCATION COMES. 

The result of it all Is that the natives 
•re coming to realize their great 
strength, and this feeling will continue 
to Increase. Lieutenant-Colonel Elsdale,

The Water Street Mission, of New 
tYork was well-known to the “crooks” 
of the country, and iuuny of them, when 
.they did not know where else to go, 
went there.

.these men in every possible way, to se¬ 
cure work for them, and now and then 
tc entertuin several of them at dinner 
iu his room over the chapel. 

On one occasion a woman from a dis¬ 
tant city was visiting the mission, and 
look dinner with the superintendent, 
Mr. Hudley. and a number of the con¬ 
verts.

“Don't talk so loud,” replied Mr. Had¬ 
ley. "Every one here has a record ex¬ 
cept my wife and you and our mission¬ 
ary.

The American navy was, 
or course, of distinctly British origin; so 
were the fleets of many of the South 
American republics; while, as everyone 
knows, the seeds of the sea pewer of 
Japan were sown by British naval offi¬ 
cers, including, first and foremost, 
Admiral Sir Archibald Douglas, and the 
excellence to which the Chinese navy 
once attained was also due to British 
instruction under a Scotsman, Admiral 
Long. 

“In the case of the modern German 
fleet the British admiralty had little port 
in its upbuilding, but British naval 
power fired the imagination of the Kai¬ 
ser, and it was a kindly present made 
years ago by 

KING WILLIAM THE FOURTH 

to the then King of Prussia, which first 
directed the Kaiser's thoughts toward 
♦he sea. When the present Emperor 
was a boy one of his favorite recrea¬ 
tions was to sail a beautiful model of a 
British frigate on the lake at Potsdam. 
This little ship, of excellent workman¬ 
ship, was sent as a present to the then 
ruler of Prussia early in the last cen¬ 
tury bv our sailor King und was a 
never-failing source of pleasure to the 
present German Emperor as a youth. 
From his earliest years at home and in 
England the future ruler's aspirations 
were always towards the seu, and wei 
can now see that his dreams of, laler 
vears, which have taken such tangible 
shape, were largely due to those vivid 
impressions of sea power which he ob¬ 
tained during his visits to England, ond 
which reached their climax in lb&> when 
Queen Victoria,* on the occasion of his 
visit to the Cow'es’ Regatta, conferred on 
him the unique ronk of admiral of the 
fleet. Though other foreign princes and 
monarchs have since been made honor¬ 
ary ollleers of the British navy, the Ger¬ 
man Emperor remains to-day the only 
offleer holding supreme rank. The 
commission conferred upon the Kaiser 
was purelv honorary, but His Majesty 
has never concealed lb? pride with 
which he don3 the British uniform wit)* 
its deep gold cuffs and cocked hat, and 
he can boast that he is the only ruler of 
a foreign state who has ever command¬ 
ed the British navy in modem times. 

There is much else in Mr. Hurd's ex¬ 
cellent article which shows how closely 
he has followed the Kaiser’s career as 
a British admiral, and the creator of 
the naw, wmen in ten years’ time it Is 
expected will be second only to the Bri¬ 
tish.

ilVANCOUVES’S LOST NINE 

MYSTERIOUS STOKE OF THE PRECI* 
OUS METAL. 

«Uny Attempts Made to Find W«er- 
tail. When Fortune 
Lie* Waiting. 

. A despatch from Leech River, B. C., 
j announcing a rich gold discovery brings 
i u;> for speculation once more Ihe sub- 
} ject of whether the really rich pockets 
of gold on,Vancouver Island have yet 
i ten discovered. In the Leech River ex- 
f citement, about 1869, a gold excitment 
. to which several Nanaimoites now liv- 
. ing figured, more than a million and 
three-quarter dollars’ worth of gold was 
taken out. / 

j From time to time one runs across 
i °M traditions of the fabulous deposits 
» of gold that exist on th 3 island. It’s 
i an old atory, that of Ihe days when the 
f (Nanaimo Indians hunted with bullets 
, fnade of pure gold, but it is perhaps 
new to some of the younger generation. 

J Chief Louis Good, of the Nanaimo tribe 
} of Indians, tells the following story:— 

“There is a story handed down from 
generation to generation in my tribe,’ 
j he, “that somewhere on Vancou¬ 
ver Island and about its centre, and 
I reached from Englishman’s River, there 
i< a little stream of water and near its 
end a small falls. Over this falls the 
•gold liter-ally falls all the time, and one 

• has only to hold a basin under it to 
patch some of the golden grains lha't 
turns the white man’s head. At the 

, base of the falls is almost a solid mass 
’ or gold, and many an Indian has been 
‘ known to cut away in solid chunks, the 
j precious metal. 

“Out of the geld the Indians used to 
collect here they made golden bullets, 

[ little realizing the value of the precious 
stuff, with which they had hunted their 

• dally bread. Indeed, when a small boy, 

; I knew of a deer that was killed by an 

Albernt man, and when it was cut up 
a solid gold bullet was found under 
the hide, showing that the deer had 
been shot once before.” 

Chief Godo says there are dozens of 
Indians who can confirm this. 

It Is a matter of common history that 
4n 180-2 two Frenchmen left Victoria to 
; hunt for this stream of gold. They 

• returned some months later with weil 

• filled pockets, but no money or persu¬ 
asion could induce them to undertake 
the trip again, and their faces blanch- 
o 1 with terror whenever they spoke of 
the wonderful Eldorado stream. 

This bears out the superstition cf 
the Indians that this stream is super¬ 
natural-something to be dreaded—and 
on that account very seldom huve uny 
of them ever been Induced to Join the 
various parties that have set out to in¬ 
vestigate the wonderful workings. 

“Jack” Mahoney, of Big Qualicum, 
forty miles north of Nanaimo, left years 
ago to guide an expedition to the place, 
but it was a failure. About eighteen 
| years ago a party of Nanaimo men con-

A PLANET OF GREAT PEAKS. 


Peculiarity of the Rina: Mnnntnlns 
of the Moon. 

The moon is really nnd truly n great 
planet of mountain:-, its whole visible 
surface being dotted with elevations 
of curious shapes nnd of extraordinary 
height. We say ’’its whole visible sur¬ 
face” nnd hasten to explain that we 
make this stntcmcnt simply because 
the eye of man has never seen but one 
side of tiie surface of the moon. What 
we see convinces us that the little 
planet Is extremely mountainous, for 
on the “end” exposed to our vlow 
there are no less than 30.0UU peaks, 
varying iu height from 2.000 l'eet to 
four miles. When we consider the fact 
that this lunarian world is only ono 
thirty-second part as large as the 
earth we can easily see why it de¬ 
serves the title of tho •‘planet of great 
mountains.” There Is a peculiar thing 
about these 30,000 moon peaks. Iia£h 
and every one of them has a riugllko 
form, the open end of the conical point 
being of greater or lesser diameter, ac¬ 
cording to the height of the mountain. 
In a low grade telescope these peaks 
resemble true volcanoes, hut whan 
viewed through a high grade glass it is 
seen that the depression iu the center 
of the queer “ring mountain” is often 
so great as lo bo below the general 
level of the surrounding country. Tin? 
depth *of these depressions is calcu¬ 
lated in a curious manner, by tigurrig 
on the relative shadows they cast 
when the sun Is shining full upjn 
them.

ON OCEAN’S BED. 


Wkat Become* of Whleli Sink 

to the Bottom of flic Son. 

Wliat becomes of tho ship that sinks 
in midoccnn? If It is of wood it takes, 
i:i the lirst place, considerable time for 
It to roach the bottom. In a hundred 
or more fathoms of water a quarter of 
an hour will elapse before The ship 
reaches bottom, it sinks slowly, nn«l 
when the bottom is reached it falls 
gently into the soft, oozy bed, with no 
crash or breaking. 

Of course if it Is laden with pig irou 
or corresponding substances or if It is 
an iron ship It sinks rapidly and some¬ 
times strikes the bottom with such 
force ns to smash in pieces. Once 
suuken a ship becomes the prey of the 
countless inhabitants of the ocean. 

They swarm over aiul through the 
great boat and make it their home. 
Besides this they cover every Inch of 
the boat with a thick layer of lime. 
This takes time, of course, and when 
one generation dies another continues 
the work until liually the ship is so 
laden with heavy incrustations, corals, 
sponges aud barnacles that if wood 
the creaking timbers fall apart and 
slowly but surely arc absorbed in the 
waste at the sea bottom. 

Iron vessels are demolished more 
quickly than those of wood, which 
may last for centuries. The only met¬ 
als that withstand the chemical action 
of the waves are gold and platinum, 
and glass also serins unaffected. No 
matter how long gold may be hidden 
In the ocean, It v\ 111 always be gold 
when recovered, and this fact explains 
tho many romantic and adventurous 
searches after hidden submarine treas¬ 
ures lost In shipwrecks.

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OBESI TY A DI SEASE. 

ft Is Hot, as a Role, the Result of 
Laslness or Gluttoar. 

It Is a mistake and an injustice to 
many abstemious folk to assume that 
all fat persons are gluttons or largo 
eaters. Very many excessively corpu¬ 
lent people, especially women, are 
■mall eaters, while some of the most 
doughty trenchermen are gaunt and 
thin. 

It Is not the quantity so much as tho 
quality of the food one eats which de¬ 
termines the putting on of flesh. Yet 
it la not always the kind of food that 
makes tho obese, for some stout people 
eat very sparingly of sugars and 
■tarches, while there aro lurge con¬ 
sumers of sweets who never put ou 
flesh. In such cases It Is a question 
of constitution, often of heredity and 
not at all, or very little, one of diet. 

Another prevalent error In regard to 
fat people is that they are Inert or lazy 
and never exercise. Of course exercise 
does Increase the processes of nutri¬ 
tion and so leads to tho burning up of 
superfluous fat, but at the samo tlmo 
It causes on lncroaso in the appetite 
and thus tempts to tho consumption 
of a greater quantity of food. Ho one 
thing balances the other, and want of 
exercise alone Is not a very potent 
cause of obesity. Many very fat per¬ 
sons are, it is true, sluggish, but they 
have become so since puttiug on their 
flesh, for It makes a great difference 
whether one carries 150 pouud.s about 
when one walks or whether it is neces¬ 
sary to propel half as much again or 
even double the weight. It Is a tre¬ 
mendous handicap, and there is small 
wonder that the lightweights do the 
most exercising. 

Obesity, Indeed, Is usually a disease 
and not merely tho result of laziness or 
gluttony. Its cause lies deep down in 
the animal economy, in among those 
mysterious chemical changes by which 
the food we take Into tho mouth is 
converted into blood and bones and 
muscles, skin, lmlr and brain cells. It 
can often be warded off by a proper 
diet and mode of living, especially if 
taken in hand from the very first and 
not allowed to get the upper hand, but 
the tendency to stoutness will gener¬ 
ally persist through life and can only 
be modilled. but never removed. 

Any treatment for tho radical re¬ 
moval of llesh should bo carried out un¬ 
der the advice of a physician, as vio¬ 
lent measures directed to this end may 
be productive of terrible barm to the 
constitution.

It 
I was twelve to twenty feet high at va¬ 
rious points, eight feet thick at the top 
and provided with a gallery in the rear 
which enabled its defenders to take 
their stand with only bead and shoul¬ 
ders visible to tile enemy.

Hen con 
lights and signals were used, and on 
an attack, whether by day or by night, 
the news was at once Hashed up and 
down the wall from sea t« sea.—Lon¬ 
don Sphere.

Men lmve volun¬ 
tarily submitted themselves to direct 
inoculation with material from the 
sores, discharges, etc., of lepers, yet 
in only one case (that of a Hawaiian 
convict who, when condemned to 
death, submitted to the alternative of 
inoculation) was the actual disease pro¬ 
duced In this artificial manner. 

All the 
remedies proposed after the disease 
becomes well seated have been of lit¬ 
tle use. The utmost attained is a pro¬ 
longation of life and a mitigation of 
buffering.

Th «7 Proved TlieinMlrca Independ¬ 
ent of the Sen.e of lltkt. 

Bat* aro remarkably Independent of 
tUu sen so of sight. A naturalist de¬ 
scribes some experiments demonstrat¬ 
ion this fact Covering the eyes of a 
bat with wax, be released the creature 
lu a room. It first of all made Its way 
to the door, but Instead of striking 
this hovered a few Inches off, slowly 
making Its way along the top edgo and 
down the side, apparently guided by 
tbo incoming druft of air. Next a 
thorough exploration of the room was 
made, and throughout the examination 
It never once atruck either chairs or 
table and swerved aside when a stick 
wns placed In Its path. As a result 
of this experiment nuturnllsts believe 
that bats have nn acute perception of 
atmospheric currents nml vibrations 
resident In tbo nerves of tho wing 
membranes. 

This matter was thoroughly Investi¬ 
gated so long ago ns 1793, when, by tho 
cruel experiment of blinding the anl- 
muls, It was shown that they could 
cross n room across which silken 
threads were stretched In such a way 
na to lenvo Just sufficient space for 
them to pass between with outstretch¬ 
ed wings. They not only succeeded lu 
passing the threads without touching 
them, but they avoided with equal ease 
the walls nnd celling. Even when tho 
threads were placed still nearer togeth¬ 
er they mnuuged. by contracting tho 
wings, to pnss without contact. Branch¬ 
es of trees were similarly avoided, and 
when tired they suspended themselves 
on the walls of the room as easily us If 
they enjoyed the use of sight. 

Prom this It was Inferred that these 
creatures possess a marvelously deli¬ 
cate sense of touch In the wing mem¬ 
branes. But It is ahio regarded as 
probable that this is Increnecd by the 
expansion of the skin of the external 
ear and by the development of folds 
of skin on the nose nnd muzzle. In 
some bats, indeed, a perfect rosette 
of such skin Is developed in the latter 
region, ns In the "leaf nosed ' 1 bats, 
nnd it Is supposed that tl-e additional 
iobe of the car, known as Hie “tragus," 
performs a similar function.

I once saw a man In u hospital who 
wo 3 suffering from five fatal diseases, 
and yet he would not die. lie had 
kept on living year after year In spite 
of everything. He refused to succumb. 
We find the same thing illustrated ev¬ 
ery day. In a shipwreck there are men 
who seem to give up tlielr lives with¬ 
out a struggle, without any power to re¬ 
sist; others cliug to un open raft for 
days without food, almost frozen, con¬ 
stantly whipped by the waves, but for 
some reason or other they survive. The 
vitality In them is strong. 

Notice how rapidly nnd surely one 
man le-’overs himself after a nervous 
breakdown while another drags along 
through years of seml-luvnlldlsm. No¬ 
tice the results upon two men of a long 
cold drench of ruin. One of them 
comes down with pneumonia; the other 
suffers no 111 effects. How is It to be 
explained?

ner power of resistance, an aggressive 
something that will not be downed. 
We call It vitality. A man can’t have a 
more valuable asset than that. It 
means Joy instead of dumps, success 
Instead of failure, life perhaps Instead 
of death.—Luther II.

At the sittings of the Division Court 
held at Owiu Hound on the 2ud lust., 
bis Honor Judge Widdifleld presiding, 
three oases of more than ordinary in¬ 
terest were tried. The facte britfly 
are that a man named 8 . Almon Gor- 
danier, of Camden East, a village be- 
law Napante, canvassed a number of 
market gardeners and farmers in and 
about Owen Sound and Brooke and in 
tho Townships of Sydenham and Der¬ 
by in the summer of last year, for 
orders for strawberry plants and suc¬ 
ceeded in getting about fifty orders re¬ 
presenting about $2000 In value. The 
plants were delivered last spring at 
Owen Sound. A number of purchaser*^ 
were tempted with an offer of 15 per 
oent discount and paid cash on deliv¬ 
ery. Others gave notes in terms of 
credit of fourteen months. Soros few 
gave neither notes nor money. These 
latter, as it turned out were the wise 
ones of the purchasers. In every case 
so far as heard from, the plants proV- 
ed to be complete failures. At the 
trials on Tuesday the following facts 
were sworn to by a number of witnesses 
on behalf of the plaluciffs, namely tha’. 
Gordanier represented himself as heir g 
the proprietor of Ills own nurseries at 
Nftpaneo and that he represented the 
fifth generation of his family that nail 
them in succession, that he giew all 
bis own plants, that the plants he wa-» 
offering for sale wore something away 
ahead of any other strawberry plants 
to he hud in Canada, that they were an 
American improved Lovett, that they 
grew so large and strong that they 
have to planttd three feet by five feet, 
that plants would, stand well up and 
keep the berries out of the dirt, t bat 
they would pay for themselves the first 
year and his price was $20.00 p*r 
thousand. in giving his evidence on 
cress examination, Gordanier admitted 
that he had not a nursery for straw¬ 
berry plants, that he did not grow his 
own but that ho bought them from 
other people. 

A man named Milton Joycn was 
brought up from Napanee by the 
plaintiffs to prove the same fact, it 
turned out that in bringing him as a 
witness the plaintiffs had brought u 
particular friend of Gordanier as wa: 
said by counsel that Joyce and his 
brother, who appeared as a witness for 
the defence, were mixed up in tho tran¬ 
saction withJGordauier and had no. 
nurseries as iopresmted. It came out 
in their evidence that they were the 
parties who supplied tho plants to Gor- 
danior, that they grew Lovetts and 
other varieties, that when authoring 
the plums they were all mixed indm- 
criiuiuately and wire put up by girls 
uud hoys in their employment. T.ie 
case of Watson, being the first w**- 
tried before a jury who awarded ’he 
plaintiffs $50.00 damages. In the M • 
Lean aid Orraistom casis the jury 
was dispensed with and they w«ir 
tried by the Judge who gave McLean 
$54.00 damages amL-prmiston 8*15 00 
As matters now stand,, all the other 
pai ties affectid will jmoceed at ouoe 
by action against Gordaiyier unless he 
is willing to aecedt the three judge- 
mints mentioned uk sufficient ie*te, 
and "ill make proper Vt» lements with 
the did-rout partim. 1 Tho contract 
which Gordanier him—parties sign 
gave him an option of supplying n«* 
plants for any that were not satisfuc.

Not till iho mahogany which wo hoc 
m use today exhibited as an heirloom 
1 m the real antique it J.< said to be. for 
heirlooms may bo made to order, and 
even a furniture connoisseur will have 
difficulty hi detecting the difference. 
Most people tlili.Ic of mahogany a* a 
deep red. while, hi fact, when new it U 
a light color without stain, and when 
treated with colorless liquids it be¬ 
comes a golden shade. This darkens 
with age. and at present all the genu¬ 
ine mahogany which we see must have 
iittuhmd Its dark hue through centuries 
of use. It is about the most expensive 
of the woods in general use, but Cir¬ 
cassian walnut N valued even higher. 
Birdseye maple is next, a costly mate¬ 
rial on account of the great difficulty 
in treating it. Its grain is perhaps the 
most erceuirie of all tile various styles, 
and consequently Its working up and 
its lasting qualities are rather uncer¬ 
tain. The differences in grain make 
differences iii Its density and hence Its 
disposition to crack ami split. Vends 
Martin Is a style which was a favorite 
in the reign of Louis XV., and its pop¬ 
ularity lias not waned with the years. 
It takes Its name from a famous fam¬ 
ily named Martin who were noted cab¬ 
inetmakers hi Louis XYVs reign. This 
beautiful spattered gold dust decora¬ 
tion, with its paintings by Watteau, Is 
tho real Vernls Martin style, unchang¬ 
ed today. 

Oak is at the head of the lists of 
woods which have varied finishes. Bog 
oak is a brown green shade, caused by 
long Immersion in peut or marsh bogs. 
Old English oak has a rich brown 
shade, supposed to bo acquired by age 
and the smoke from fireplaces. Both 
these styles are, however, successfully 
Imitated by the manufacturers of to¬ 
day.

Experi¬ 
ments have shown that 441b. of pear 
leaves, 801b. of poplar leaves, 511b. cf 
peoch leaves, 821b. of elrp leaves, and 
38lb. of locust leaves are respectively 
equivalent In nitrogenous matter to 
1001b. of ordinary manure. Vine leaves 
alone are less valuable than manure.

PUMPKIN DELICACIES. 

Pumpkin Chips.—-Pare and cut the 
pumpkin into thin atrip* and lake equal 
weight of sugar, saturating the sugar 
with lemon Juice. When thoroughly 
wetted place tills on the sliced pump¬ 
kin and let stand 34 hours. Allow for 
each pound of sugar 12 peach pits or 
bitter almonds. After draining pumpkin 
from the syrup heat syrup in separate 
vessel and add,the pits with, for each 
2 lbs. sugar and pumpkin combined, 8 
cloves, y 9 nutmeg grated, dessertspoon 
powdered cinnamon and teaspoon va¬ 
nilla flavoring. Place the pumpkin in 
this hot, spiced syrup, In a double ves¬ 
sel, letting simmer till well flavored and 
tender. Remove pumpkin to heated 
Jars and keep hot until the syrup Is 
cooked down to a thread-like consis¬ 
tency, w'hen it should be strained from 
all but the pits and poured over the 
chips; seal carefully. The pumpkin 
may also be dried and candied, after 
this preparation, as for any candled 
fruit. Also ginger or lemon flavoring 
inny be used. 

Pumpkin Marmalade.—Wash, cut up 
nnd pare yellow, ripe pumpkins, re¬ 
moving seeds nnd the fibre. To each 
pound allow 1 lb. sugar and a small or¬ 
ange or lemon. Grate coarse the pump¬ 
kin nnd place with sugar In preserving 
kettle. Add grated rind of lemon and 
strained Juice. Let all boil up slowly, 
stirring often, skimming well, till smooth 
and thick. Place in small glass jars 
with double round of tissue paper or 
parraflln. Cover with waxed paper 
or bladder. 

Pumpkin Biscuit.—To 1 pint of dry, 
mashed pumpkin add 1 teacup sugar, 
1 tablespoon butter and % cup yeast. 
Beat well before adding yeast, then mix 
well with flour till batter Is quite stiff. 
Let rise over night. In the morning 
teat again anil drop into hot gein pans 
or roll out into biscuits. Let rise-and 
bake. Eot hot. 

Hurry-up Pumpkin Pie.—When you 
wish to make a pumpkin pie in a hur¬ 
ry and have not time to stew' the pump¬ 
kin, just pea! a purl and grate it, then 
season the same as If stewed. One egg 
is sufficient for tw*o pies. Add table¬ 
spoon of cornstarch. Not everyone 
knows that a little nutmeg Improves t 
pumpkin pie. 

“Oscar’s’’ Pumpkin Pie.—Boll and 
strain the pumpkin, taking lo each 3 
pints pumpkin 4 eggs, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1 lb. sugar. 1 tablespoon ground 
ginger, 1 teaspoon suit und 2 quarts 
milk. Mix while pumpkin is hot. Buko 
a little less than an hour Jn moderate 
oven. 

The Alden Pie.—To 1 pint pumpkin 
take 1 egg, 1 gill molasses, K lb. un¬ 
refined or raw sugar, butter size of an 
egg, gill milk, salt to taste, und a lit¬ 
tle each of cinnamon, cloves, nutmeg, 
allspice and ginger. Bake 40 minutes. 

Pumpkin Indian Pudding.—To 1% 
pints .cold, mushed pumpkin take smne 
quantity Indiun mpal and tablespoon 
greund ginger. Meantime heat to boil¬ 
ing point 1 quart milk; take from fire 
and slir into It Y, pint Orleans molas- 
ses. Add gradually the pumpkin and 
meal (mixed) and grated rind of one le¬ 
mon or orange. Dredge a pudding-cloth 
and place in it this mixture, leaving 
ample room to swell. Plunge into bod¬ 
ing water and keep fust boiling for 4 
hours. Turn severul limes and replen¬ 
ish water, boiling temperature. Serve 
n' once when done, first dipping bag 
into cold water, then turning out and 
serving hot with butter and syrup.

MISCELLANEOUS RECIPES. 

Peanut Cookies.—Cream together 1 
cup brown sugar and 2 tablespoons but¬ 
ter, add 3 beaten eggs und two table¬ 
spoons sweet milk, 1 teaspoon baking 
pow'der in sufficient flour to make a 
stiff dough. From 1 pint roasted pea¬ 
nuts rub off the brown skin and put 
through the meut chopper. Stir the 
peanut meul into the dough, roll out, 
cut tnlo round cakes, put a peanut meat 
In the centre ul euch and bake in a mod¬ 
erate oven. 

Scalloped Potatoes.—Two cupfuls of 
raw% finely .sliced po!aloes, one chopped 
onion, a tublespoonful of chopped pars¬ 
ley, and a tablespoonful of butter. But¬ 
ler a deep dish and put. in a lover rf 
potatoes sprinkled with suit, pepper, 
butler, onion and parsley, and so < n- 
linue to the top. Bring a pint of milk 
lo Ihe boiling point, odd a large tea¬ 
spoonful of flour stirred until smooth 
in a little cold milk, puur over the po¬ 
tatoes and bake in u hot oven until 
lender. 

Charlotte Russo.—Soak three-quarters 
level tablespoon of granulated gelatine 
in one-quarler cup of cold water for lialf 
an hour, then set Hie dish in another 
of hot water and Mir until ihe gelatine 
is entirely dissolved. Beni one cup of 
thick cream, add powdered sugar and 
vanilla to suit the taste und then Hie 
lukewarm geluline. Pour the gelatine 
in slowly and bring the mixture up from 
the bottom of Ihe bowl while stirring. 
Line five small moulds with lady lin¬ 
gers or sponge coke sliced thin and fill 
with cream. Set away to harden. 

Poached Eggs.—Tn keep the eggs in 
shape Hie water must simmer, not boil 
hard. Suit the water and pul in several 
muffin rings. Drop an egg into each 
ring and dash Ihe hoi water over Ihe 
toy* of Ihe egg until Ihe white is set. 
Lift out with a flat skimmer on lo slices 
of Liu lie red loast. dust with sail and pep¬ 
per and add a bit of butter. Lay a sprig 
of green parsley beside Ihe egg. 


CUES FOB THE COOK. 

To make wine or lemon jelly nil mo¬ 
tive io serve mold it in cups or glasses 
the* size of a macaroon. Cut angelica 
in Hie shape of n star and put in first 
so Unit it will come in lh» lop of Ihe 
mold, and through Ihe con Ire put rulomt 
fruils, say. red. while, and maraschino 
cherries. Put a macaroon on h*j> su 
that when turned out of the molds il 
will hold iho jelly. 

Cucumbers are prettily orrnnged for 
service from the side by cutting them 
in* thin slices, but not quite through. In- 
serl between the slices at a place corre¬ 
sponding to every third cucumber a slice 
of radish cut with the peel left and slic¬ 
ed lo Ihe exact size of the cucumber, 
or do the same with lemon, lomato. or 
apple. Serve on lettuce leaves with 
French dressing. 

Bananas are coated with finely chop¬ 
ped peanuts by cutting them into halves 
and dipping them into mayonnaise. Lot 
tills drain off, roll them in the peanut 
crumbs, and sene on lettuce leaves. 

A pretty imitation of bar le due can 
be made with ordinary presened cur¬ 
rants or gooseberries. Whip a litlie 
cream and add it gradually to cream 
cheese, continuing the beating until the 
cheese becomes frothed. Heap it on a 
small dish and place Ihe present on 
the top. Any ordinary jam and even 
cranberry marmalade in small quanti¬ 
ty makes a good combination w’ith the 
whipped cheese. 


STAINS AND RUST SPOTS. 

We should remember that soap Is an 
alkali and sols vegetable stains. There¬ 
fore all stains should be removed be¬ 
fore the articles are put in a washlub. 
The sooner a stain is treated the more 
readily il will yield to the treatment 
Pour boiling water through fruit stuins. 
Whefre obstinate sioak in a solution of 
oxalic acid. Wash vaseline stains in 
alcohol; paint, in turpentine, kerosene, 
or alcohol; varnish, in alcohol; gross 
or other green vegetable stains, in al¬ 
cohol, kerosene or molasses. For 
stains from blood, meat juice, and w*hitc 

















Of «fig use cold water. In the case of 
milk, cream, sugar, or syrup stains 
soak in cold water and wash with soap 
and cold water. Tar, wheel grease, or 
machine oil stains should be rubbed 
with lard and allowed to stand a few 
minutes. Then they should be washed 
with soap and cold water. Tea, cof¬ 
fee, or cocoa stains should be removed 
with boiling water; if obstinate, with a 
weak solution of oxalic acid. Use ox¬ 
alic acid for iron rust spots, and for 
ink stains use lemon Juice and salt; 
then hang in the sun. If the ink does 
not disappear-at first repeat the opera¬ 
tion until it does. When oxalic acid 
Ln used care must be tnken that the nr- 
ticlo is thoroughly rinsed ter remove 
every particle of the acid. When boil¬ 
ing water Is used stretch the stained 
part over the bowl and pour absolutely 
boiling water from ri height until the 
slain disappears. Be careful thut the 
boiling wuter does not touch any silk 
embroidery or other dedicate colors.

FORTUNES PICKED UP BY SHIPS 
GOING DOWN. 

Badly Wrecked Vessels Have Been 
Safely Taken Off Dangerous 
Rocks. 

The most celebrated case of salvage 
Is that of the groat steamer Milwaukee. 
She was a brand-now vessel of 7,300 
tons when, upon her first voyage, she 
ran hard and fast upon Ihe granite 
crags of the .Scottish coast near Aber¬ 
deen. Thero she lay. jammed hard and 
fust, and exposed to the send of n heavy 
swell which within the llrst twenty-four 
hours twisted her bows lo pieces. 

Cuptnin Bachelor, who was entrusted 
with the tusk of salving her, saw at first 
glance thut the fore-purt of the ship was 
beyond hope, und resolved upon a des¬ 
perate expedient. He hung a belt of 
suiull dynumlto cartridges around the 
hull, just forward of the engine-room 
bulkhead, and by firing these, uclually 
cut the vessel completely in two. 

j BIG DREDGER BROKEN IN TWO. 

I The broken bows were left upon the 
rocks, but all the after-part of the ship, 
j containing the valuable engines, was 
floated safely off. The suved portion 
was then towed back to the Tyne, 
where Messrs. Swan und Hunter, her 
! original builders, constructed a new 
| fore-part, and splicing this onto the 
I slern section, made her us good us new. 
i An immense dredger culled the Wul- 
tcr BIbby, which sank in I.citli Harbor, 
was rescued in a similar fashion to the 
Milwaukee. Settling on n lurge rock, 
she broke tier back. The suIvors fas¬ 
tened nrouna her heavy rubber bands 
containing dynamite cartridges, und 
tiring these electrically, 'broke tier clean 
In two. The open ends were then closed 
tn with bulkheads, the water pumped 
out, and at once the fore-part rose like a 
cork. But the stern end, being full of 
heavy machinery, refused to rise. W hen 
it did rise, it wus no sooner up than it 
capsized and sank again. But the sal¬ 
vage men stuck to the work, ond though 
It sank live more times, yet eventually 
tliec got it up and towed it to shore. 
The cost of this kind of salvage Is 
naturally pretty heavy. The blit for 
raising the Walter Bibby was about 
820.000. 

FAST ON THE DREADED MANACI.ES.

FARM POULTRY RAISING. 

In dealing with poultry and Ihe 
fanner the exigencies of Ihe' latter, as 
to situation and circumstances, must be 
tbproughly understood. To the fanner 
hfs poultry is only one of many different 
branches of form work, it would be sim¬ 
ply misleading to Induce him to keep 
more fowls, or hatch out more chickens 
than he can successfully manage and 
rear. It is ever to be borne in mind 
that the great bulk of the egg and 
poultry supply must come from the 
furmers of (ho country at all seasons of 
the year. It is also to be remembered 
that it is not for a few farmers witli a 
great many hens each that the largest 
proportion of tills supply will come, 
but rather from the many •farmers with 
a few hens each, and who ore, there¬ 
fore, more likely to manage them suc¬ 
cessfully. There is no reason, however, 
wrty a fanner should not make a spe¬ 
cialty of poultry raising Jt inclination 
and -circumstance lead him to do so. 
From 100 to 150 hens should not be too 
many for the ordinary farmer to pro- 
titably handle, and it should not be 
dtfTlcult for him to hatch out, and rear 
to marketable age 150 chickens. If he 
has help from wife or family a large 
number might be reared. 

There are two grout markets open to 
producers, viz.: — The Home and Bri¬ 
tish Markets. Both offer remunerative 
prices for the reliable product in the 
shape of eggs, and the superior quality 
of poultry ut almost all seasons of the 
year. 

The Home Market calls for fresh eggs 
and good poultry at all periods of the 
year. The better the quality of the 
poultry and the fresher the eggs the 
Better are Ihe prices obtained. The 
prices paid for new laid eggs in win¬ 
ter In the leading cities of the Dominion 
range from 35 to 50 cents per dozen; 
for poultry from 20 cents per pound for 
curly birds, lo 15, 10 ond 8 cents as the 
seuson advances. The aim of the pro¬ 
ducer, in this case, should be to reach 
the higher price markets of Toronto and 
Montreal. For both poultry and eggs 
there is an Increasing demand. Tho 
uim of ihe farmer should be the year 
when they are worth most money. A 
striking feature of the summer egg trade 
of the past two years bus been tho high 
price puid by leading purveyors for the 
strictly new-laid article. As high ns 
20, and in some cases. 25 cenle per 
dozen, were paid lust summer. The 
cause of these high prices Is, perhaps, 
given in tho words of a leading city 
grocer—with a choice trade—who re¬ 
marked to the writer: Our customers 
will not have any other kind than the 
strictly new-laid eggs with the peculiar 
flavor to them,” and we must try ond 
meet this demand. Whether these un¬ 
usual summer prices are only temporary 
or are likely to be permunent remuins to 
be seen, but the trend of the markets in 
recent years, is to increase rather than 
decrease the value of the choice product. 

The Britisli Market and its require¬ 
ments oreLarge eggs, 7 or ft of 
which should weigh one pound, und 
preferably of brown shell. They should 
be of good flavor and us fresh as pos¬ 
sible; cleun and carefully pucked, so as 
to present on inviting appeurunce on 
nrrivul; poultry,, oqly of the best mar¬ 
ket types, and should be shipped in 
order to secure the best possible prices. 
As in the case of eggs appearance and 
quality are great factors in determining 
values. 

The careful packing of poultry and 
eggs may be attended to by the ship¬ 
pers, but it ts only the farmers who 
cun plocc the fresh eggs and poultry of 
the desired type and quality in Ihe 
hands of the' storekeeper or shipper. 
Cold-storage facilities are such that the 
products are kept in excellent condi¬ 
tion en route.

By the time tho body is finished the 
bird will be so nearly dcud thut flapping 
will be almost impossible so thut the 
wings can be unlocked and picked 
clean. 

It is not necessary to remove Ihe 
point feathers. Nearly every house¬ 
wife values the turkey’s for brushes, 
and do not mind paying for the slight 
additional weight, while the chicken’s! 
may be cut off at the outer joint and 
not affect the sale of the bird tn the 
least,—thus saving considerable lime 
and disagreeable work.

No, said a New Scotland Yard official 
to Ihe writer, 1 know thut it is u by no 
means uncommon impression; but l as¬ 
sure you that a man can no more start 
tils cunvr as a detective in Englund 
than a lawyer eon commence his pro¬ 
fessional life by weuring u silk gown 
or sitting on the Bench. To graduate 
as a detective even of the lowest grade 
h the work of years and u case of tho 
survival of the fittest.

remote future,

In is0*2 Il.M.S. llowe, n great 10 000- 
ton ironclad, ran upon the Poreiro Iteef 
off the Spanish coast, and, heeling over, 
luy there with her bows clean under 
water and numbers of sharp points of 
rock sticking 

right through hf.r bottom. 

\ Swedish salvage company undertook 
to save her. Divers went down, and, 
using very small charges of dynamite, 
blasted away the rocks that protruded 
through her sides. In all, 4U0 cubic feet 
of rocks were thus removed. 

Next, a huge shield of metal wqp cast 
and fitted over the broken part of the 
hull and tightly boiled oil. At ebb lide 
immense pumps were jet to work, and 
presentlv the great ship was seen to be 
slowly lifting out of the rocky cradle in 
which she bad lain for so many weeks. 
As the tide turned the Howe rose, and at 
full Hood was lowed safely out. To-day. 
fourteen years later, she still figures 
noon the active Navy list. 

‘The rescue of Il.M.S. Victorious was 
not. strictIv speaking, n work of ship 
surgery, for the vessel's Hull was never 
injured; but it is worlli recording for 
the ingenuity displayed by the salvage 
people. On February Kill. ISO'J, the 
Victorious, a vessel of 15,000 Ions, went 
aground off Port Said in a heavy gale. 
She run on to a bunk of sticky mud and 
sand, and every* effort to get her off 
with her own engines and by powerful 
tugs proved unavailing. 

RAISED OUT OF 57 FEET OF 
WATER. 

It was the engineer-in-chief of the 
Suez Canal who solved the problem, 
lie suggested placing a dredger on each 
side of the vessel to dig the sand away 
from under her keel, ut the sume time 
employing two tank-boats to beuyy 
jets of water under the buj^tf^uf the 
stranded ship and so keep the sand 
from settling buck. This clev.ee proved 
completely successful, and within forty- 
eight hours the Victorious was sufe in 
35 feel of water. 

How dongcrou9 her position was may 
be judged from the fact that another 
vessel which ran upon the sume sand- 
bed a few years previously, sank in up 
to the masthead, and lies there buried 
till the end of the world. 

What is said to have been the most 
wonderful feat of salvage engineering 
of its kind was the raising of the emi¬ 
grant ship Utopia, in the Ray of Gibral¬ 
tar. She ran on the ram of H.M.S. 
Anson, and sank in 57 feet of water. 
The depth was great, and the currents 
fierce; yet divers succeeded in erecting 
upon her a huge coffer-dam, which 
raised her sides above water. Her hull 
was then patched, the water pumped 
out, and she was floated. Token back 
to Scotland, she was reputed to be 
haunted; and after laying by for years 
was, we believe, eventually broken up.

3. They should be good winter layers; 
moult in* midsummer, and be of the best 
market types, so that their progeny 
will be the same. 

4 . To have the winter layer and flesh 
producer combined will necessitate a 
choice of one of the dual purpose or 
utiliU varieties. 

5. ’Should eggs only be required for 
selling at all seasons, except the moult¬ 
ing period, one of the non-setting varie¬ 
ties will answer I ho purpose. 

0. In producing eggs for slock the 
purchaser should carefully ascertain 
that they come from the best egg-laying 
strains and market types. 

HOW TO DRESS POULTRY. 

We will assume that you have a 
plump chicken or turkey ready for the 
knife, and, as it will be better to moke 
It. a little more explicit, we will say 
chicken, for all are handled in much the 
same manner. 

Killing.—Attach n stout cord, with 
the noose ol the loose end. lo a beam in 
such a position that the bird, in strug¬ 
gling. will not lie able to strike itself 
against any obstacle—then hold its feet 
together— thrust them through the loop 
—sec that they are held securely und 
that tho head of the bird is about, oppo¬ 
site the waist line, or a little below. 

Now take hold of the wings and lock 
them—this is done by bringing one 
over the other and catching the lip of 
the other wing under Hint of the lower. 
This will make it possible for the bird to 
extricate itself arid will allow jibe dresser 
free use of botl^ hands. 

Then in the ln’*t hand grasp the bond 
firmly and force the bill open by the 
use of the thumb and middle linger. 
After you have u secure bold, thrust the 
blade down the throat Just behind I be 
heud and draw it across, wilh the point 
slipping across the neck—or backbone. 
This will sever the jugular vein and in¬ 
sure a good “slick.” Now withdraw the 
knife and allow the bird to bleed for n 
few moments, then place the point of 
the knife against the roof of the mouth 
with the cutting edge towards the left 
hand und force it through the imcmhrunc 
into the brain cavity,—turn it three 
quarters of the way round, twisting the 
wrist in the natural wuy.and then draw 
the blade directly across the base of 
the brain, thus severing the spinal cord 
and thereby destroying the control 
which, in life, the bird has over its 
feathers. 

With a few trials this method will be¬ 
come quite easy and you will find the 
feathers almost ready to drop off. 

As soon as the brain bus been pierced 
the dresser should turn the knife into 
tho skin of the lower bill und muke a 
hole through which a hook suspending 
a weight of some kind should be hung 
(a horse-shoe attuched to a piece of 
strong wire is excellent), this keeps tho 
neck extended and assures of a thor¬ 
ough bleeding, which is all important. 

Plucking.—After this operation quick¬ 
ly rub the hand down the neck, remov¬ 
ing the feathers therefrom, then pull the 
tail and wing feathers by a quick, Ann 
twist and begin to remove those from 
the tenderest parts of the body, which on 
the chickens are the. breust and back 
near the base of the tail, and on the tur¬ 
key the breast and thigh. 

Never use the finger nails to pick 
promiscuously—the side of the fore- 
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and tied behind their heads. The par¬ 
ents will appeal lo the Board of Educa¬ 
tion in I hr? matter.
